WASHINGTON.—A behind-the-scenes fight over de- 
pendents’. medical care came into the open this week with 
the armed services standing fast on a plan virtually identical 
with that now officially before Congress. 

Strong service opposition to a second medical care bill, 
dictated by the American Medical Association, has led Dr. 


Frank B. Berry, Assistant Defense 
Secretary for health and medical 
affairs, to give reluctant support 
to the original plan, with minor 
modifications.

The second bill would make it 
optional for service people to take 
their chances on getting depend- 
ents into service medical facilities 
or to share the cost. of. medical | 
insurance through pay deductions. 
Where insurance was aa bene. care, 
either military or civilian, would 
be assured. 

This second bill drew service 
opposition for many reasons, Lead- 
ing objection was that the plan 
would force each local commander 
to try to give medical care to some 
dependents while. others, equally 
deserving, flocked to civilian 
facilities near military installa- 
tions. 

The services foresaw a build-up 
of civilian facilities near bases— 
probably at the expense of civilian 
eare for civilians in many other 
loealities. 

Instead they backed the original 
bill but worked out two basic 
changes. 

_ For one thing, the question of 
whether care would be available 
in a military facility or whether 
the dependent would go to a pri- 
vate doctor or hospital would be 
definitely settled by having the 
local commander give an applying

Benefits Too Costly 


WASHINGTON.—The Hoover Commission renewed its attack on the privileges of 
military careerists again this week with the demand that PXs and commissaries be re- 
stricted or abolished. It called on Congress to instruct the Comptroller General to “make 
ja complete survey of commissary operations to determine for its own and public under- 


standing the real costs of opera- 
tions, including cost (pay) of mili- 
tary personnel, depreciation, inter- 
est, tax exemptions, taxes receiv- 
able from alternative private en- 
terprise and thus determine what 
the ‘fringe benefits’ really are. . . 
The report asks whether “such 
subsidized facilities (as commis- 
saries and PXs, and by extension 
medical care, travel and other bene- 
fits) should be continued in compe- 
tition with private enterprise or 
whether increased salary payments 
to government military service em- 
ployees would not be consonant 
with sustaining our economy.” 
The idea of substituting a pay 
raise for fringe benefits was ad- 
vanced by various lobby groups in 
1951 and 1952, when they were hot 
after commissaries, PXs, medical 
care and other career privileges. 
Congress was not sympathetic to 
the idea then. There has been no 
evidence from the Hill that another 
pay raise as a substitute for bene- 





New Trailer Allowance 
May Roll This Month 


WASHINGTON. — Pentagon of- 
ficials hoped this week that the 
rules, rates and regulations on the 
new trailer allowance law would be 
all wrapped up by the end of the 
month, 

A joint committee on travel pay 
had settled most of the questions 
about the new law at midweek. 
Chief remaining point is how mu¢h 
the Services will pay for the trailer 
moves. 

The law allows up to 20 cents per 
mile for. PCS-moving trailerites. 
But Pentagon sources have warned 
that the services will probably not 
pay the maximum or even come 
close to it in many cases. 





The trick now is to find a for- 
mula which will help the trailer- 
ites. without costing the services 
more than they can stand in pay- 
ments. The resulting rates will 
probably be scaled to pay most to 
the people put to the biggest ex- 
pense by their moves. They may 
be based on size or weight of the 
trailer, on the total distance moved 
or on some other criteria. That is 
thé\point still unsettled. 

The pay committee is shooting 
at a target date next week for get- 
ting the service secretaries to ap- 
prove the rates. If this deadline is 
met, the rules will probably be in 
the field early next month.

‘Army Day’ 
Is Quietly 
Revived 











WASHINGTON. — The Army is 
going to resume public celebration 
of its birthday, beginning next 
month. 

In a circular issued this week 
(Cir. 365-1), the Army announced 
it will quietly celebrate its 180th 
birthday on June 14. The day will 
be devoted to parades, social af- 
fairs, weapons and tactics demon- 
strations and open houses all over 
the world. 

But the circular warned against 
any widespread publicity for the 
celebration, or the use of civilian 
sponsorship. The celebration will 
be “strictly internal,” the circular 
said. 

The Army said the annual birth- 
day celebration should not conflict 
with the observance of Armed 
Forces Day, which is celebrated by 
all the services, usually with the 
cooperation of civilian organiza- 
tions. 

The circular made it clear that 
commanders are not to plan ex- 
tensive outside publicity or other 
“inappropriate” activities, which 
could “seriously jeopardize plans 
to celebrate the Army birthday in 
future years.” 





The committee indicated that 
commissaries and PXs will not be 
specifically under fire. The group 
will concentrate on other kinds of 
military competition with private 
enterprise, based on complaints 
from businessmen. 

Two members of the Hoover 
Commission dissented from the re- 
port. 

Rep. Chet Holifield (D., Calif.) 
accused the commission of exceed- 
ing its authority and trying to get 
into policy matters. 

“The commission has exercised 
little self-restraint in interpreting 
the statutory mandate,”. he wrote. 
“By the terms of its enabling act, 
the commission’s mandate in this 
field of study (competition with 
private enterprise) is to make 
recommendations for ‘eliminating 
nonessential services, functions and 
activities which are competitive 
with private enterprise.’ Note the

WASHINGTON. — The appoint- 
ment of two top airborne officers 
to important posts last week as- 
sured the Army of continuing lead- 
ership by this branch in training 
for atomic war. 

As the Army’s new Chief of 
Staff succeeding Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway on June 30, Gen. Maxwell 
D. Taylor follows a course set by 
Ridgway in 1950. Like Ridgway, he 
also served as Eighth Army com- 
mander (succeeding Gen. James A. 
Van Fleet) and as commander of 
U. S. Forces in the Far East. 

Lt. Gen. Lyman L, Lemnitzer 
will replace Taylor at the Tokyo 
post. He became a paratrooper in 
1950, later commanding the llth 
Airborne Division and the 7th In- 
fantry Division in Korea. 

Gen. Ridgway’s retirement was 
first scheduled for August. The ef- 
fective date was moved up at his 
own request following favorable 
Congressional action on an Army 
appropriations bill he had opposed.

Army to Teach Students 
lron Curtain Tongues 


WASHINGTON. — The Army 
this week. listed its openings for 
the coming year at the Army 
Language School at Monterey, 
Calif. Officers and enlisted men 
will be trained in 30 foreign lang- 
uages, in courses lasting as long as 
46 weeks. 

There are two programs under 
which enlisted men and women 
can apply for schooling which will 
mike them fluent in a foreign 
language. Under one plan spelled 
out in Circular 611-3, enlisted men 
may volunteer through channels, 
provided they have at least 15 
months of service left after the end 


of the school course. The other 
plan, listed in AR 601-241, provides 
for the enlistment and reenlistment 
of men who have some knowledge 
of a foreign language. To qualify 
for the Language School, under the 
second plan, applicants must have 
at least three years to go on the 
current hitch, or reup for at least 
three years. 

Under 601-241, men are eligible 
who have some knowledge of Japa- 
nese, Russian, Korean, Chinese- 
Mandarin, Czech, Hungarian or 
Polish. The last three languages, 
all spoken behind the Iron Curtain,

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43127 Have Elected to Take 
Contingency Option Annuities 


WASHINGTON. — More. than 
one-third of all eligible military 
personnel on active duty Nov. 1, 
1954, have bought contingency op- 
tion annuities, while only one of 
every 14 retired servicemen has 
obtained option annuities for his 
survivors. 

These facts were gleaned from 
the first annual reports submitted 
to the Defense Department by the 
services on their personnels’ par- 
ticipation in the annuities plan 
under the Uniformed Services 
Contingency Option Act of 1953. 

The reports — covering the 
period Nov. 1, 1953 to Oct. 31, 1954 
and containing 116 separate statis- 


_ tics — showed that 30,750 of the 


85,129 eligible active duty per- 
sonnel elected to join the annuity 
plan. Eligibles were those who had 
completed 18 years service; they 
were required to make a now-or- 
never decision. Others must make 
their election as they reach their 
18th service anniversary.

OF THE 168,184 retired person- 
nel eligible to join the option plan, 
only 12,377—or 1 in 14—chose to 
exercise this privilege. The retired 
members who did join the plan, 
had $339,693.66 deducted from 
their retired pay during the period 
covered by the reports. 

The Contingency Option Act per- 
mits service personnel to elect to 
receive a smaller amount of re- 
tired pay during their lifetime in 
order that some of the retired pay 
will pass on to their survivors upon 
death. They may choose to con- 
tinue half or one-quarter or even 
as little as one-eighth of their re- 
tired pay in any combinations of 
three types of protection, or have 
deductions from their retired pay 
stop if the dependent covered dies 
first. 

These are the four basic options 
under the plan: 

Option 1 — Annuity for the

And Stevens also pointed out

Stevens reported that in 1947, 
when the Military Academy was 
seeking a new. chaplain, many 
chaplains withdrew their names 
from consideration when they 
learned the amount of the salary 
that goes with the job. 


He told the House that the Army 
informed him it is conducting an 
investigation of the case, but “I 
still do not know whether or not 
the Army will resume its efforts 
to penalize this young man because 
of allegations against his father.” 

Regardless of the outcome of 
the proceedings against Kulich, 
Magnuson said, the case should 
receive “careful and complete in- 
vestigation” by a House committee. 

“What has happened to this 
young man,” said Magnuson, “could 
well be happening to many other 
young men in our armed forces.”

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Soldier's Soldiers 


ITH THE retirement next month of Matthew Bunker 
Ridgway, the Army loses a soldier’s soldier.. Tested 

in battle and found possessed in high degree of all those 
virtues which make a combat man, he defended in peace the 
interests of all the men he led so well in war. His last 
fight was his best, though it was a losing one. 

That, as we know, was the lone stand he took against 
the President’s design to reduce the Army’s size to what 
Ridgway considered a crippling extent. An expert on the 
useful commitment of troops and responsible as Chief of 
Staff to husband his forces on a worldwide basis, he could 
not in good conscience approve of this plan. The Army was 
committed to tasks throughout the world, he felt, which 
were even then too much for its strength. A further weak- 
ening of this strength was a risk he could not take. In 
atomic warfare, too, dispersal on the battlefield would re- 
quire more troops—rather than fewer—and for this reason 
Ridgway believed he could not properly train a modern Army 
under the President’s plan. 

All of this and more Ridgway explained, courteously but 
with firmness, to the American people (through the press) 
and to legislators then considering the armed forces’ ap- 
propriation bill for the coming year. Twice before, he had 
played a lone hand in opposing the “unanimous” opinion 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. He had not wanted to commit 
the U. 8. Army to a fight on the Indo-China peninsula, be- 
lieving to do so would precipitate another Korean type of 
war. The President sided with him on this and there was 
no American intervention there. On another occasion—the 
decision to defend Quemoy and Matsu Islands off the 
Chinese mainland—he again stood alone, but this time the 
President took the advice of the other service chiefs and of 
his Secretary of State. The now famous half-ultimatum 
(“Maybe we will defend and maybe we won’t”) was the 
result. In the final agreement on that decision Ridgway, in 
his own words, “was not consulted.” 

Perhaps this was a foretaste, if one could recognize it 
as such, of what was in store for any sincere but loyal ad- 
viser who in the future opposed the Administration’s plans. 
As if to underline the implied reprimand, Mr. Eisenhower 
went out of his way to say that Ridgway’s views on defense 
were “parochial” and therefore invalid. Nevertheless, Ridg- 
way continued to voice the ideas he and many of his country- 
men believed to be valid. In the end, when the lawmakers 
decided to give the President what he had asked for, Ridg- 
way considered his work as Chief of Staff to be finished. 
Whether the President’s personal comments during the de- 
bate had influenced Ridgway’s decision to retire prematurely 
is a question, of course, only he can answer. 

And so an “Army brat” who set out from Fort Monroe, 
Va., 60 years ago to follow a dream, having realized that 
dream now relinquishes it. In the place of this simple, forth- 
right man will be another cut from a different kind of cloth. 

Linguist, diplomat and tactician of a high order, Gen. 
Maxwell Davenport Taylor seems to be a man who, having 
the same aims as Gen. Ridgway, would go about achieving 
his ends by quite dissimilar means. His talents have been 
ut to use on a number of quasi-diplomatic missions, notably 
in Berlin during the blockade and in Korea. In the latter 
post his post-hostilities program for the relief of the Korean 
people came close to overshadowing his work as commander 
of the Eighth Army. Yet his abilities as a soldier are not 
to be denied. Eisenhower himself has conferred the final 
accolade on Taylor in describing a secret behind-enemy-lines 
mission Taylor carried out in Rome just before the invasion 
of Italy in September 1943. Eisenhower said: “The risks 
he (Gen. Taylor) ran were greater than I asked any other 
agent or emissary to undertake during the war—he carried 
weighty responsibilities and discharged them with unerrin 
judgment, and every minute was in imminent danger o 
discovery and death.” ' 

_ From all of the foregoing, the Army has the right to 
ne that, though its top leadership may differ fn kind 
the change, it will suffer no loss in quality.

Inventory (ugh) 


CAMP SENDAI, Japan.— As a 

commissary officer for the past 
eight years I most heartily agree 
with your editorial on April 27 
entitled, “Closed for (Ugh) Inven- 
tory.” 
Although I take every advantage 
of Par ic, SR 31-370-10 dated July 
1953 to inventory on a day other 
than the last working day of the 
month, the regulation is not clear- 
ly spelled out and most auditors 
interpret it their way and give 
“skins” on their reports of audit. 

I for one would like to see the 
accounting period for commis- 
saries run from the 15th of one 
month to the 16th of the following 
month. With such an accounting 
period the inventory could be 
taken and the account closed dur- 
ing a period when the commissary 
work load is at a minimum. Under 
the present regulations all the 
load falls within the first 10 days 
of a month. 

Another point is that the “dis- 
interested officers” are usually of- 
ficers who are unit commanders 
or hold assignments that require 
their presence at their own jobs 
on pay day and the end of the 
month. Consequentialy, they are 
constantly being called to the 
telephone, ete. 

I feel that a better inventory 
would be taken mid-month since 
there would be less interruptions 
and usually the stocks are lower 
and easier to count. 

In conclusion I am all for any 
changes that can be made.

Reserve Promotions 


STORRS, Conn.—Please refer to 
Page 10, April 16 edition of the 
Times and paragraph 10 of article 
by Monte Bourjaily Jr., titled 
“Ruling Hits Reserve Training.” 

Reference paragraph says in 
part: “Problem is that under ‘the 
Reserve Officer Personnel Act, 
every Reserve officer is manda- 
torily considered for promotion 
after a certain length of service, 
time in grade, and age.” 

True, the ROPA does provide ‘as 
quoted above, but some indviduals 
who are charged with administer- 
ing the provisions of the act com- 
pletely ignore the “mandatory” 
provisions stated in the preceding 
paragraph. 

If an officer is assigned to a 
control group where he. gives 
nothing of his time or effort to 
the Reserve program he is con- 
sidered for promotion as provided 
in the act. 

An officer assigned to a TO/E 
unit is also considered for promo- 
tion if there is a TO/E vacancy in 
the unit which authorizes the 
higher rank. 

However, in certain areas, if a 
TO/E unit commander has the 
highest rank authorized by the 
TO/E for that particular unit he 
is not consi for promotion as 
provided for in the ROPA.

Allotment Costs 


EUROPEAN AREA.—Will you 
please explain to the President 
and to Congress that the govern- 
ment does not centribute anything 
to a Class Q allotment? A Class Q 
allotment is made up of the quar- 
ters allowance plus an amount 
from the service person’s pay, de- 
pendent on grade. 

The old Class F allotment was 
a small amount from the pay plus 
a government contribution de 
pendent in amount on the size of 
the person’s family, regardless of 
grade. The quarters allowance is 
payable regardless of allotment. 

The best thing they could do 
would be either to eliminate the 
Class- Q allotment and pay quar- 
ters allowance over the pay table, 
or at least make it optional with 
the signatures of both sponsor 
(EM) and dependent required in 
order to pay across the pay table. 

I much prefer to get my money 
the first of the month when my 
rent is due and not a week later. 
I know the Class Q was put in at 
the time of Korea because it was 
felt that too many servicemen 
wouldn't send the rent money 
home. I have covered that by re 
quiring both signatures.

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Minutes of the Meeting | 


La Rochelle, France

[HE COMMITTEE appointed by Para 54, SO 295, t/Hq, convened 
at 1650 hours, 21 May 1955. The Chairman presented for dis- 
cussion the following: 
PROBLEM—To improve the flavor of doughnut holes. 


(1) Doughnut holes are notorious for their flat and almost non- 
existent flavor. 


(2) An improvement in.the flavor of doughnut holes would re- 
sult in considerable savings to the Government in that, currently, 
due to ‘their tastelessness, doughnut holes are generally discarded. The 
waste of the highly nutritious food is prejudicial to the economy pro- 
gram of the services. 

DISCUSSION a. 2d Lt. Bizbee suggested that doughnut holes 
should be colored purple or orange. He brought to the committee’s 
attention that due to the present indeterminable color of doughnut 
holes, the consumer was not readily aware of the existence of the hole, 
which explains why they are usually discarded. The Chairman pointed 
out to 2d Lt. Bizbee that his position on this committee, per para 
54, SO 295, this Hq, was recorder without vote. He was invited to re- 
frain from entering into the discussion and concentrate on recording 
the niinutes. 

b. Major Willett then volunteered the suggestion that the hole 
be covered with whipped cream or icing. Col. Davis dismissed this 
suggestion by stating that if the hole were covered with anything, 
it would no longer exist. He went on to say that the problem at hand 
was to improve the flavor of the hole, only; not to camouflage or add 
to it in any way, other than flavor. Col. Wimpton added: “Covering 
the hole with icing would add greatly to the cost of the doughnut.” 

ce. The chairman then decided that the committee should sample 
a few doughnuts. Miss Lawson, DAC, GS-5, was directed to bring 
coffee and doughnuts from the snack bar. Miss Lawson objected in 
that Lt. Bizbee, being the inferior member of the committee, should 
go. But the chairman enlightened. Miss Lawson that Lt. Bizbee, being 
the recorder, must remain because the discussion would continue dur- 
ing her absence. Col. Davis recommended that an enlisted man be 
appointed to future committees of this type for the purpose of going 
to the snack bar. 

d. The doughnuts were then sampled. Col. Davis stated that the 
coffee was cold and tasted terrible. Miss Lawson said the coffee was 
already cold when she got it. 


e. Major Willett suggested that a survey of the snack bar be insti- 
gated to determine why the coffee was so bad. 


f. Mr. Ferguson then told the committee of the high potentialities 
of doughnut holes. He said that there was enough energy in one atom 
to supply power for the entire state of Wisconsin for 13 seconds. Lt. 
Bizbee interposed that he was sure Mr, Ferguson was wrong and 
the correct figure was 942 seconds, The Chairman then reminded 
Lt. Bizbee that he should refrain from entering into the discussion. 
Lt. Bizbee pointed out that in his role as recorder, he was in an 
advisory capacity. 

g. The chairman dissolved the meeting uy such a time as 
a recorder who would keep his mouth shut was [furnished the board, 
as a replacement for Lt. Bizbee. Miss Lawson requested the chairman 
to have an enlisted man furnished the committee to go after the 
coffee and doughnuts. 

(3) CONCLUSION: It is recommended that the snack bar be 
inspected with a view toward improving the flavor and raising the 
temperature of the coffee it sells. It is requested that the committee 


be provided with statistics on just how much energy there is in an 
atom.

THE NEW, THIRD BILL will 
eliminate any direct payments. 
Group medical and hospitalization 
insurance will be written and bills 
for private care will be paid by the 
insuring companies. 

Writing of the second objec- 
tionable bill was not Defense’s 
own idea, but resulted from AMA 
pressure on Congressmen. Chair- 
man Carl Vinson of the House 
Armed Services committee and 
others indicated that the original 
Defense bill could not be a subject 
of hearings. 

Whether the Vinson committee 
will go along with the third bill, 
therefore, is highly questionable. 
Committee sources this week were 
skeptical about it. 

Just the same, the services have 
won Defense to their original bill, 
as modified, and are prepared to 
present it to Congress as the only 
workable solution to the depend- 
ent medicare problem.

A CLUE to the committee think- 
ing on the medicare problem was 
given this week when Chairman 
Vinson filed his committee’s re- 
port on the bill extending the 
doctor and dentist draft law. 

This bill also is opposed by the 
American Medical and Dental 
Associations. One of their objec- 
tions is to drafting of medics to 
provide medicare for dependents. 

“The committee,” said the re- 
port, “can fully understand the 
position of the American Medical 
Association as well as the attitude 
of any physician over the age of 
35 who is called to duty ... and 
required to provide a_ portion of 
his services to the treatment of 
dependents, 

“But it’s obvious that in one 
form or another, dependent medi- 
cal care must be continued and it 
is estimated that if all dependent 
medical care were abolished there 
would only be a saving of approxi- 
mately 581 physicians throughout 
the armed forces.” 

Stating that dependent care 
would have to be provided over- 
seas in any event, the report said: 

“At the same time, the commit- 
tee .. . urges the Department of 
Defense to make a thorough study 
of the whole matter of medical 
care for non-service personnel, 
particularly in the field of civilian 
employees. 

“It is possible that other plans 
may be devised for providing medi- 
cal care in those areas which will 
not require the services of phy- 
sicians serving on active duty.” 

= - - 

EXACT DETAILS on the new 
service proposal are not available. 
But in broad outline they are: 

1. Medicare for dependents will 
be limited as in the original bill. 
This means that dental care, treat- 
ment for chronic conditions, re- 
habilitation and neuropsychiatric 
care, among others, will not be 
given dependents. Prosthetic ap- 
pliances, such as eye-glasses and 
false teeth would also be denied, 
at least in the United States. 

2. Medicare would be given, un- 
der the new bill, in military facili- 
fdes so long as space and personnel 
were available. If they are not, the 
commander of the military hos- 
pital, clinic, infirmary or post 
would so certify. Treatment at a 
military facility would be paid for 
as now, with the government pick- 
ing up the check except for $1.75 a

day during hospitalization to 
cover cost of rations and certain 
other expenses. 

3. If a certificate is issued that 
space is not available, or if the 
dependent is located far from a 
military installation, civilian treat- 
ment or hospitalization would be 
authorized. 

4. As in the original bill, the 
dependent or sponsor would have 
to pay the first $10 of the cost of 
treatment for each illness, plus 10 
percent of the total bill. For ex- 
ample, if a dependent had a $500 
illness or operation, the sponsor 
would have to pay $10 plus $50, a 
total of $60, while the government 
would pay $440. 

5. The government’s liability, 
under the new bill, is to be met by 
a group health insurance policy. 
The bill directs the Defense De- 
partment to work out a plan 
acceptable to an insurance com- 
pany or group of companies. For 
an annual premium — either 
worked out in advance on the 
basis of actuarial tables or on a 
cost plus fixed fee basis—this 
company or group would handle 
the administrative details of the 
plan. 


COVERED would be not only 
hospitalization but also home, of- 
fice and out-patient treatment for 
dependents who could not get it at 
a military installation. 

Major difference between this 
bill and the original is that it 
spells out the details of the insur- 
ance to be given to dependents for 
civilian care. 

It also makes medicare analo- 
gous to quarters. Military person- 
nel are required to occupy govern- 
ment quarters. If none are avail- 
able, the installation commander 
so certifies. On this basis the mili- 
tary member can draw an allow- 
ance in lieu of quarters. 

With respect to medicare, the 
bill proposes that dependents must 


use military facilities, so long as/| 


they are available. On certification 

that they are not available, the 

dependent’s care will be covered 

under the insurance program in 

lieu of care.

FEATURES of the Defense bill 
which the services found objec- 
tionable, and why:

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The Soldierly Attributes 
(Editor’s Note: This is the second in a series on 
ways and means of again achieving recognition of the 


Army as a “decent way of life.” Last week, the writer 
—a paratrooper—outlined general principles involving 


individual and unit pride.)

Cc IS necessary to develop in the soldier the traditional 
soldierly attributes, for in them he has something in 
which he can find a deep personal pride. 


Primary among these attributes 
is discipline. Military discipline is 
not something te which one can 
subscribe with reservations and ex- 
ceptions, as we so often do. Rather, 
it is a full-time individual responsi- 
bility. Wherever the individual 
fails to fulfill it, there must be a 
means at the disposal of the com- 
mander whereby he can impress 
upon that individual and the rest 
of the unit the seriousness of that 
failure.

WE HAVE A SYSTEM of mili- 
tary courts set up to accomplish 
this end, but that system fosters 
two main faults. First, it’ is too 
often discouragingly ponderous, a 
fault which lies less in the system 
than in its administration. 

More emphasis should be placed 
upon company punishment and the 
summary court, which alone can 
provide immediate trial and, if 
necessary, a punishment appropri- 
ate to the offense and to the situ- 
ation. 

For dealing with more serious 
cases through the special and gen-

THE SECOND difficulty encoun- 
tered in the administration of mili- 





tary justice is that in too many 
units the convening authority’s 
power of review has made a trav- 
esty of the entire system. 

I cannot believe that the authors 
of the system ever intended the 
reviewing authority to suspend a 
majority of the sentences approved 
by the unit courts, as actually hap- 
pens in some units. The Uniform 
Code states that the convening au- 
thority shall be empowered to re- 
duce sentences that are “unneces- 
sarily severe,” but it seems to me 
that to so interpret more than an 
occasional sentence is clearly to 
express a lack of confidence in, if 
not contempt for, the courts which 
that same authority has appointed. 

The over-use of the privilege of 
sentence reduction stems primarily 
from the unfortunate but wide- 
spread misconception that a com- 
mander’s efficiency bears a direct 
relationship to the number of men 
he has serving punitive sentences. 
Even if such a relationship did 
exist, it would provide no logical 
basis for the extensive reduction 
of sentences which so frequently 
makes a mockery of the system.

the decline of emphasis on gpit 
and polish is a necessary adjunct 
to the demands imposed upon a 
“combat army,” I think they fail 
to see the importance which that 
emphasis can have to the combat- 
effectiveness of a unit. 

For what do we mean by spit 
and polish if it is not the tangible 
and external expression of that 
same all-important personal and 
unit pride which we mentioned 
earlier? As an expression of pride 
and an indication of discipline, it 
is indispensable to the esprit of a 
unit, 

Not every soldier can take pride 
in being the best gunner or the 
best driver or the best squad lead- 
er in his unit, for not every gol- 
dier has those capabilities. But 
there is not a man who cannot, 
if he chooses, derive that same 
pride from being a “sharp” soldier. 


ALMOST every soldier in the 
Army has occasionally, whether he 
admits it or not, derived a certain 
thrill from watching or participat- 
ing in parades, reviews, and other 
formations. In much the same way 
as spit and polish, such functions 
have the power of inculcating pride 
and satisfaction. 

Yet, on the drill field at least, 
the American soldier is among the 
sloppiest in the world. The primary 
reason for this failing is that com- 


drill-master of every soldier, but I 
think they occasionally fail to real- 
ize how little the soldier is de- 
riving from a great deal of his 
training upon which far more com- 
mand emphasis is placed. 
Whether the latter shortcoming 
is the fault of the type of training 
which we are stressing or the way 
in which we are trying to accom- 
plish it (it is more the latter), 
is immaterial here. The important 
point is that the sacrifice of a 
little training time to the School 
of the Soldier would pay dividends 
in appearance and pride and es- 
prit out of all proportion to the 
time consumed. (Neither is it in- 
conceivable that some of the per-

THE LAST of these soldierly 
attributes which I would recom- 
mend re-emphasizing is personal 
ruggedness. 


Physical training has become al- 
most a thing of the past in many 
units. So also has bayonet training, 
even in infantry units, and how 
many “combat” outfits participate 
regularly in the forced marches 
which used to be a regular phase 
of training? 

Physical conditioning cannot be 
a once-a-week proposition designed 
to meet the requirements of some 
disembodied training program. 
Rather, it is something which must 
be stressed and developed day by 
day, something in which every in- 
dividual, regardless of rank or job 
assignment, must be encouraged to 
take an intense personal interest 
and pride. 

Admittedly there are those who 
could never be made to derive any 
particular satisfaction from such a 


al interest, there is no denying the 

importance of physical condition- 

ing to unit effectiveness in combat.

IF A LITTLE more emphasis 
could be placed on the develop- 
ment of these four attributes; dis- 
cipline, spit and polish, proficient 
drill and physical conditioning, I 
think a noticeable improvement in 
morale and unit esprit would in- 
evitably result.

Car Wreck 
Orphans | 
Given Aid 


FORT BRAGG, N. Cc. — 
Two children, orphaned in a 
tragic auto wreck last fall, 
have been presented a check 
for $10,682.33 as a gift from 
members of the 82d Abn.

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The proposal is basically un- 
sound from the administrative 
standpoint. Civil Defense ig not a 
military function. It extends into 
every aspect and function of the 
nation’s life, far beyond the scope 
of normal military competence. 

Yet the constant recurrence of 
the idea “Let the military do it if 
it has to be done” arises from a 
practical fact of life which cannot 
be ignored. We Americans are 
stubbornly reluctant to accept the 
grim truth that we may have to 
maintain a-highly expensive defen- 
sive structure for the indefinite 
future. 

If we must think about war, 
hot or cold, we want to think of 

it in “emergency” terms — some- 
thing we can go at with all our 
might and get over and done 
with at a definite cut-off point, 
a V-day, after which we can get 
back to normal living. We just 
will not buy in our hearts — 
whatever our minds tell us — 
the concept that armed vigilance 
is now normal living. 

Our refusal to give anything like 
adequate support to our Civil De- 
fense program is simply a reflection 
of this insistent unwillingness to 
acknowledge unpleasant realities.

_ IF WE SET up a really sound 
Civil Defense organization in every 
State and every community, we 
would all be living with the out- 
ward, visible and unignorable 
symbols of unpleasant realities. 

It is bad enough to have Nike 
batteries popping up on the out- 
skirts of our great cities and to 
have annual contingents of young 
Toms, Dicks and Harrys marching 
off to induction centers without 
getting the whole family into the 
picture and actually figuring out 
what we’d do if THEY ever threat- 
ened OUR town. 

So we prefer to treat Civil De- 
fense as a stepchild, to be hidden 
away half-starved in the scullery 
and never, never allowed to come 
into the parlor or the play-room 
with the other kids. 

From this attitude it follows that 
Civil Defense, remaining in 
emergency category, will have to 
get along with shoestring appro- 
priations and that if ever it is called 
into action it will have to meet its 
responsibilities with improved 
means under the pressuré of a 
sudden necessity.

NOW IT IS inherent in our tra- 
ditions, our history, that when a 
sudden emergency hits any Ameri- 
can community on a scale bigger 
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martial law and put the military 
in charge. 

So as a practical matter, if an 
atomic attack were to threaten any 
State or city, when the warning 
came through the local authorities 
would almost surely react in just 
that way. The governor or the 
mayor would yell for martial law. 
Mga would administer martial 

w? : 


The National Guard might very 
well not be available. The Na- 
tional Guard is the first-line 
reserve of the Army and the Air 
Force. Its units are armed and 
trained for war, not for the main- 
tenance of local order. In a con- 
dition of war or threatened war, 
no State could count on having 
its National Guard units at 
hand — they might be on the 
Rhine or across the Pacific by the 
time trouble came to the home 
grounds. 


That is why the Reserve legis- 
lation now before Congress makes 
provision for State troops which 
would remain available for local 
security duties. 

But there is something else to 
be taken into account — almost 
surely, as has already been pointed 
out, the commander of the State 
troops will be the man who will 
have to deal with the situation as 
a whole. 

Under martial law, he will be 
made responsible and not the Civil 
Defense director. It makes no dif- 
ference that this isn’t sound or- 
ganization. It is a matter in.which 
facts must rise superior to the ef- 
ficiency experts. 

m * * 

THEREFORE IT would seem to 
be a matter of urgent priority for 
the States to get on with the or- 
ganization of their State Guards, to 


set up the skeleton staffs which are 
all that is permitted in peace time, 
above all to choose commanders 
for these State units who are 
capable of discharging responsibili- 
ties which may extend to the sur- 
vival of millions of citizens. 

Then within each State there 
will arise the need for tying in 
the Civil Defense organization 
with the State military orgniza- 
tion. This should be done with 
full realization that the Nation- 
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al Guard combat units (except 
those assigned to air defense) 
are not to be counted on — they 
may be there when the warning 
comes, or they may not. 

A little thought given now to 
what might happen, to how the 
Civil Defense set-up and the State 
military set-up would work togeth- 
er, to who would be in charge of 
what, to the arrangement and func- 
tioning of channels of authority and 
means of communication — all of 
this done with a clear understand- 
ing that no power on earth can 
prevent a frantic Governor from 
yelling for martial law the minute 
trouble gets out of hand — in 
short, some clear realistic thinking 
and planning done now will pay 
rich dividends if ever the day 
comes when IT really happens.

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RESERVE AFFAIRS 
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Generals Holding Temporary 
Rank Face Retirement Slash | 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


WASHINGTON.—Temporary major generals and brigadier generals, including the 
80 officers on the recent recommended list for promotions to temporary grades, have a 


problem. 


In order to retire under existing law in the higher temporary grade their retirement 
must be in effect before Jan. 1, 1957. Otherwise they will retire in their permanent grade, 


with resultant loss in retirement 
pay. : 
Most of these officers. would like 
to stay on the last moment, but 
there is a big consideration due 
their families — which is money, 
just plain money, for their old age. 
Following some attention on the 
part of this column, the Defense 
Department initiated action to ask 
Congress to amend PL-810 so as to 
extend the Jan. 1, 1957 deadline. 


Some weeks ago, the Bureau of 
the Budget approved the proposal 
—with some minor amendments— 
and returned it to Defense for con- 
currence. All services but the Air 
Force concurred. 

One amendment would require 
the officer to serve satisfactorily 
for at least six months in the tem- 
porary grade. This is not an un- 
reasonable request.

THE MEASURE is either now 
back at Budget or on its way, so I 
am informed. 

Some Defense officials take the 
view, “What’s the rush? The pres- 
ent law is good until Jan. 1, 1957, 
and that’s a long way off.” 

What these men overlook is the 
morale factor.

No Word on Change 


STILL NO ANSWER from the 
Army as to whether it will change 
its position with regard to Reserve 
officers on active duty next July 1 
who have reached the 18 years’ 
active duty mark between Sept. 30, 
1954 and July 1. The latter date 
is the effective date for the Re- 
serve Officers Personnel Act, 
known as ROPA. 

PL-773, Sec. 339 states that (1) a 
Reserve officer on active duty next 
July 1 in the temporary grade of 
colonel — not his permanent Re- 
serve grade of colonel — who or- 
dinarily would be eliminated at age 
58, may be retained on active duty 
until he is 60; (2) the Reserve of- 
ficer has been passed over twice 
for promotion may be retained on 
AD, if he has completed 18 years’ 
active duty, until he completes 20 
years or reaches age 60, whichever 
is the earliest; (3) officers who 
would be eliminated because of the 
age ceiling of 55 or 58, whichever 
is applicable, may be retained on 
active duty ‘if they could qualify 
for retirement under either Title 
II or Ill of PL-810 before reaching 
60. 

As I have stated previously, the 
policy of the Army is that over-age 
Reserve officers on active duty 
must have completed the required 
18 years’ active duty prior to Sept. 
30, 1954, in order to be retained 
wn active duty until they can 
qualify for retirement.

mulgates its policy for retention of 
Reserve officers on Sept. 30, 1954, 
a date which precedes the effective 
date of the law.

More on Cadets 


AN APPOINTEE to the military 
academy who also happens to be a 
member of the National Guard or 
Army Reserve is discharged from 
this status when he takes his oath 
as a cadet. Otherwise he would be 
entitled to a $74.10 monthly pay in- 
crease the day he became a second 
lieutenant. 

On the other hand, an ROTC 
graduate who was an enlisted Re- 
servist or National Guardsman 
while in the ROTC does receive the 
pay increase. 





Academy cadets have not been 
able to count cadet time for pay 
increase and retirement purposes 
since 1912. There is a bill pending 
in this Congress that would restore 
this credit. 

H Defense will ask for authority 
to enlist an appointee to the acad- 
emy immediately in the Army Re- 
serve it would serve two purposes. 
If the cadet leaves the academy 
prior to graduation he would be 
liable for immediate service as an 
inductee and this “escape hatch” 
would be closed.

Marines’ Weapons Grow Deadlier 


WASHINGTON. — The Marine 
Corps, which is steadily getting 
more and better weapons, will 
soon unveil its new fire-spitting 
amphibian — the LVTH6 (landing 


vehicle, tracked) on which is 
mounted a 105mm _recoilless 
howitzer. 


Developed under a LVT refine- 
ment program, the LVTH6 will be 
used for amphibious landings of 
Marine assault troops. Its 105-mm 
recoilless howitzer has a range of 
8500 yards. Rate of fire is 10 rounds 
per minute. 

During the past year the Marine 
Corps has developed the LVTP5 
for use by its amphibious troops, 
but several other new amphibious 
vehicles based on the LVTP5 hull 
are under development. One is a 
mobile repair unit for use in am- 
phibian tractor battalions, carrying 
a collapsible boom, welding equip- 
ment, and repair materials; and 
one is designed to breach mine- 
fields and other obstacles to am- 
phibious assault. 

Another new combat vehicle, due 
for use this year, is the T51 tank 
recovery vehicle, the first ever de- 





signed as such from the ground up. 
It will be able to recover and 
evacuate from the battlefield any 
of the tracked vehicles used by 
the Marine Corps.

SEVERAL DIFFERENT TYPES 
of anti-tank weapons are going to 
be tested by the Marine Corps dur- 
ing fiscal year 1956. They include 
a Canadian developed anti-tank 
rocket and a French anti-tank 
weapon. Details on these foreign 
weapons were not available. 


Also to be tested by the Marines 
is a new version of the Army- 
developed M20 3.5-inch rocket 
launcher. Primarily designed as a 
close-in anti-tank weapon, the new 
rocket launcher will also be used 
against fortified positions and for 
area-type fire against troop con- 
centrations. 

Various new light-weight rifles 
wili get a going-over by the Ma- 
rines. New rifles include Belgian- 
made T-48 (FN) and the Army 
Ordnance-designed T. The Ma- 
rine Corps will distribute these 
rifles among small operating units 
for testing. 





Also under development is an 
air cooled engine for use in a new 
lightweight combat vehicle. No de- 
tails on the engine were available 
from either Marine Corps or the 
Army, but prototypes of several 
new designs which have been de- 
veloped under Army sponsorship 
will be tested by the Marine Corps.

IN USE BY MARINE combat 
units now are more than a hundred 
M-47 and M-48 tanks. The M-48, 
the latest medium type to be de- 
veloped, boasts a greater range and 
mobility and a heavier armor than 
World War II and later models. 

An item peculiar to the Marine 
Corps is the new flame throwing 
tank which is built on the M-48 
tank chassis. This tank is now used 
by tank battalions of Marine 
divisions. 

The T-43, a 60-ton tank, mount- 
ing a 120-mm gun that can pene- 
trate any armor it is likély to en- 
counter, is also in use by the Ma- 
rines. The new heavy tank has a 
speed voi 20 niles per hour.

It Bound for France, 
Learn the Tax Laws 


WASHINGTON.—Military personnel stationed in France 
may find themselves liable for a number of taxes imposed 


by that country. 


A breakdown of the taxes that 
must be paid and those that can 
be ducked was presented in recent 
hearings before a House Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee. 


Taxes and their effect on the 
military looks about like this: 

Contribution mobiliere — a gen- 
eral levy upon the occupancy of a 
building. A military man is not 
exempt from this tax. However, 
it can be lessened by vittue of 
having his dependents living with 
him. If a number of families oc- 
cupy a building, each pays an in- 
dividual tax unless they -have a 
community dining room in which 
case a single tax is levied on the 
building. 

Taxe des prestations — this is 
used for the maintenance of. roads. 


It is levied on heads of households |' 


and owners of autos. Military per- 
sonnel are advised to pay under 
protest as the question of their 
liability for it is being appealed. 

Taxe vicinale — an addition 
sometimes placed on the contribu- 
tion mobiliere. There are no ex- 
emptions. 

Taxe des chiens — a minor tax 
placed on pet and hunting dogs. 
Military personnel are not obli- 
gated to pay this one.

THIS INITIAL short term feed- 
ing study is a collaborative investi- 
ation sponsored by the Army 
uartermaster General, the Sur- 
geon General, and the University 
of Colorado. The sterilization of 
foods by irradiation is under tle 
direction of the Army QMG. 

The Surgeon General has been 
conducting investigations designed 
to determine the nutritional value 
of irradiated foods. Twelve univer- 
sities in the United States have 
participated in these studies. 

Following many months of ani- 
mal experimentation, the Medical 
Nutrition Laboratory and the 12 
universities collaborating in these 
investigations have ruled put the 
probability of health hazards when 
irradiated foods are consumed. 


The 13 food items now in the 
process of human evaluation have 
been analyzed and tested in hun- 
dreds of laboratory animals.

How to Read 


By NORMAN VINCENT PEALE 


‘ I HAVE a friend who is a very 
busy business man. He man- 
ages to read newspapers and a few 
magazines, but just doesn’t seem 
to find time for books during the 
year. Yet, each summer, he 
makes a point of reading from 
beginning to end a great and im- 
portant book. 

He takes this book with him on 
his vacation and on all his week- 
end trips. He reads on trains, 
ships and planes; he has it_beside 
him whether he is lying on the 
beach in the sun, fishing on some 
shady bank or relaxing in a chair 
at home. 

One year, he read Tolstoy’s 
“War and Peace;” another time, 
he got through the condensed 
version of Arnold Toynbee’s “A 
Study of History;” last year it was 
Edward Gibbon’s “The Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire.” 
And this summer, he tells me, he 
is going to read a book he has 
known all his life, but never real- 
ly read from beginning to end. He 
is going to read the Bible.

THE BEST suggestion I can 
make as to how you can have a 
memorable summer is that you 
follow his example. All of us 
think we know the Bible, but few 
have ever really read it from 
cover to cover. Yet it is the great- 
est and most valuable book man- 
kind has ever known. It has 
everything: history, biography, 
several love stories, poetry, ad- 
venture, even a spy story. 


Dr. Francis Carr Stifler of the 
American Bible Society has pre- 
pared a fascinating pamphlet on 
how to read the Bible, which is 
currently being distributed by 
many companies to their em- 
ployees. This is the way he tells 
you how you can get more out 
of your Bible reading: 

“1. Read expectantly and 
thoughtfully, asking, “What is 
God’s message for me_ today? 
What does this passage teach me 
to believe?—to become?—to do? 
The more you are willing to 
listen, the more He will say. 

“2. Read with imagination, un- 
hurriedly. Try to picture the | 
scene, and think of the charac- | 
ters as living people. 

“3. Use standard helps, such as 
a reference Bible, commentaries, 
Bible dictionary and concordance. 
“4. Do not be disturbed if there 
are some passages you don’t un- 
derstand. Dig for hidden treasure 
by repeated readings. 

“5S. Conserve the results of 








your reading by keeping a record 
of what you have read and the

Mem- 
orize helpful passages or copy 
key verses to carry with you for 
reference through the day. 

“6. Turn to the Bible each day, 
no matter how you feel. It is not 
primarily a shelf of medicines for 
emergencies; it is a daily food for 
daily needs.”

Will the Boss Meet Justice?

This is the story of a modern 
ezar- of killing. Cohorts called 
him The Head, the Boss, The En- 
forcer. Some, behind his back, 
referred to him as The Killer. 
For he was a murderer. 

He wasn’t the first to think of 
being a killer for hire, but he 
was the first to put it on an or- 
ganized basis.

TTONY SCOTT, the able clarinetist some jazz writers prefer to Benny 
Goodman and/or Buddy DeFranco, heads a progressive-sounding 
septet on a good, but not too exciting, new 12-inch LP (RCA- Vietor 


LJM-1022). 

I much prefer Goodman, if any- 
one cares, but there can be little 
doubt that Scott is quite a mu- 
sician. A fine technician, he cuts 
difficult passages with ease and 
for those who prefer “cool” clari- 
net to “hot” clarinet, Tony may 
well be your man. 

Scott’s playing is always im- 
pressive, although he has neither 
the drive nor the emotional 
warmth of Goodman. 

He is tremendously attracted to 
Bach as two of his six originals 
in this album, Abstraction No. 1 
and Three Short Dances for Solo 
Clarinet, indicate. 

As for the jazz in the album, 
the best seems to be Requiem for 
‘Lips’ (meaning the late trum- 
peter Hot Lips Page). and Let My 
Fingers Go!, both written by 
Scott. The second one may re- 
mind you slightly of Benny Rides 
Again, Eddie Sauter’s old ar- 
rangement for Goodman. Scott’s 
tone here seems thin in the upper 
register, but it is probably no 
thinner than that of many good 
clarinetists. 

Sunday Scene, another Scott 
composition, is good writing and 
pleasant background music. Forty- 
Second Street, marked by some 
annoying cymbal monotony from 
usually fine drummer Osie John- 
son, just doesn't make it. 

But Not for Me is handled in 
an uninspired fashion, but Our 
Love Is Here to Stay and Glad To 
Be Unhappy are pleasant. Scott 
sounds fine on Autumn Nocturne, 
a great tune for clarinet made 
popular by Irving Fazola when he 
was with the Claude Thornhill 
band. Tony plays it slower than 
Faz did’ Fingerpoppin’ Blues 
rounds out the album. 

Scott is unquestionably a tal- 
ented musician who writes and 
fg exceptionally well. But a 

ittle more relaxation and a little 
more fire would have made this 
album more exciting. . 
- * * 


THE RED NORVO TRIO wraps 
up eight tunes with customary 
precision and good taste on a new 
10-inch LP (Decca 5501). Red 
Mitchell is on bass. and Tal Farlow 
(spelled Failow on the album 
cover) and Jimmy Raney alter- 
nate on guitar. Norvo’s mastery 
of the vibes and the trio’s deli- 
cate sound make this a good buy 
for old or new jazz enthusiasts. 
Tad Dameron’s Good Bait, Danny 
Negri’s The Spider’s Web and six 
good standards are included. Lots 
of kicks on Strike Up the Band,

LESTER YOUNG, in his prime, 


on a new 12-inch LP of elie 
(Epic LG 3107). 

This is not jazz of a period but 
jazz for all time. Or so it seems 
to me. For the jazz record col- 
lector who does not have the 
originals, this album is a must. 

Five of the 12 records reissued 
in this album are by small Basie 
combos with the Count’s great 
rhythm section and Lester play- 
ing relaxed, inspired jazz: Lester 
‘Leaps In, Dickie’ s Dream, Lady 
Be Good (Pres is in magnificent 
form on this one), Boogie Woogie 
(with up-tempo blues vocal by 
Jimmy Rushing) and Shoe Shine 
Boy. 

Seven big band sides round out 
the album: Rock-a-Bye Basie 
(only one side of the original 
two-sided 1939 Vocalion No. 4747 
is here with half of Lester’s solo 
therefore missing): Taxi War 
Dance; Jump for Me; 12th Street 
Rag; Clap Hands, Here Comes 
Charlie; Song of the Islands; and 
Moten Swing.

The greatest growth in new 
firms came immediately after 
World War II. In 1946 alone, 
617,000 companies opened their 
doors. The next two years intro- 
duced 854,000 more. Since 1949 * 
the number of new firms has 
leveled off between 330,000 and 
360,000 a year. 

Uncle Sam reported this week 
that there were 341,000 newcom- 
ers in the business world last 
year. There were 334,000 de- 
partees. Fewer than half of those 
liquidated. because of financial 
problems, however. 

The business population of the 
U.S. has remained remarkably 
stable the last three years. The 
total is now about 4,200,000 firms. 

Despite the “big businesses” 
that have received so much pub- 
licity the last few years, the U. S. 
remains a nation of small firms. 
Three-fourths of all concerns 
have fewer than four employes. 
Less than 2% employ 50 or more 
persons. 

It’s wise to pick the right type 
of business, too. Grocery and 
food stores have been getting 
scarcer since WW II. That’s due 
to the spread of chain stores and 
supermarkets. Businesses in the 
construction field have more 
than doubled since 1946.

@ Sick Leave Abuse Denied 
@ Agencies Help Newcomers 
@ Better Pay System Wanted 





By DAVE POLLARD 
Ra OF sick leave abuse by government employees 
aren’t necessarily what you hear, John W. Macy Jr., 
executive director of the Civil Service Commission, de- 


clared last week. 


He said the general public has 
gotten the wrong picture because 
of “misunderstanding” and “incom- 
plete information” and that fed- 
eral workers should -counterattack 
with the facts whenever they hear 
someone trot out the old myth that 
sick leave abuse is the rule rather 
than the exception. 

Macy said that a recent spot 
check in Washington showed that 
some 7600. federal employees in 
that area each have more than 
1000 hours of unused sick leave 
to their credit. 

He estimated that in the entire 
country there are probably 71,009 
government workers with more 
than 1000 hours of sick leave cred- 
it piled up. 

“These and not a handful of pet- 
ty cheats and malingerers are the 
typical government employees,” 
Macy declared.

MORE AND MORE federal 
agencies are adopting the methods 
of private industry to try to make 
new employees feel at home, the 
Civil Service Commission reports. 

And to make sure that the trend 
continues—as experts believe it 
will—the commission has issued a 
pamphlet outlining some of the 
things that can be done. 

Two of the plans that have the 
commission’s unqualified approval 
are the “sponsor” system and group 
luncheons. 

Under the sponsorship system, 
the agency designates one or more 
experienced employees to show 
each newcomer around and, in 
some cases, to take him to lunch 
for the first two days. 

_The group luncheon program is 
supposed to help new employees 
meet more co-workers quicker and 
so feel more at home. These lunch- 
eons are some times addressed in- 
formally by, key officials of the 
agency. 

The Civil Service Commision 
doesn’t prescribe any one or two or 
three techniques as the ideal orien- 
tation program for any situation. 
Instead, it describes a number of 
techniques that are working else- 
where to save trouble and expense

of employment and by enabling 
new employees to start doing their 
best work at once,

CHAIRMAN Philip Young of CSC 
declared last week that he is dis- 
Satisfied with the way federal sal- 
aries are’ set. About two-thirds of 
them are now established by act 
of Congress. 


“This igs not a satisfactory situ- 
ation,” Young declared. “It is slow 
and cumbersome and ties up other 
important activities in both the 
legislative and executive 
branches.” 

Young continued: 


“The periodic struggles over pay 
generate friction, antagonism and 
bitterness, which in turn become 
a serious obstacle to the long-range 
development of closer cooperation 
in other areas. 

“Another serious objection is 
that it is difficult to achieve any- 
thing like proper balance in a pay 
system under the pressures of 
various and often conflicting 
forces intent on their own special 
interests.” 


YOUNG suggested that the 
“wage board” system, first estab- 
lished for Navy yard employees in 
1862, might be the answer. 

Under that system, government 
wages “shall conform, as nearly as 
is consistent with the public in- 
terest, with those of private es- 
tablishments in the immediate 
vicinity * * *,” 

Young said that “this method, 
which is direct, flexible and re- 
sponsive to outside conditions, 


might be adaptable within a gen- 


eral framework of Congressional 
control.

HE Infantry Trophy Match is coming back to Camp Perry after 

a lapse of 15 years. Last fired in 1940 (and won by the Coast 
Guard), it has been revised extensively and will be included in the 
national matches at Perry this year. 


The match was first fired in 
1922 as a — — = 
volvi fire a movement an 
wien weapeinl of the infantry 
squad of that time. Participation 
by service teams, © including Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve, was 
mandatory. Approved civilian 
teams could enter at their option, 
though the match was always 
primarily a service event. 

Since its start in 1922, changes 
in ranges, safety requirements and 
equipment have required a revi- 
sion of the match, according to 
Continental Army Command, 
which has just published détails 
ef the new conditions under which 
the match will be resumed.

THE 1955 MATCH, which may 
be entered by all teams authorized 
entry in the National Trophy 
Matches, is designed to emphasize 
accuracy and distribution of fire 
on a group of targets. Here are 
some of the requirements: 

The M-1 rifle will be fired by 
all team members. Teams will con- 
gist of six firing members and a 
non-firing coach and captain. Tar- 
gets will be “E” and — sil- 
houettes rather than the “D” tar- 
gets formerly used. Targets at 300, 
400 and 600 yards will be the 
“E” type, and those for 200 yards

targets, exposed for 60 seconds, 
at each range. Forty rounds of 
ammunition will be furnished each 
firer at each range.

Each hit on the “E” and “F” tar- 
gets will count one point. As a 
bonus for distribution, the square 
of the number of targets contain- 
ing 10 or more hits each will be 
added to the total score made at 
each range. ; 

On the other hand, to penalize 
poor distribution, the total num- 
ber of hits on each target, if less 
than 10, will be subtracted from 
10, and the total of all such dif- 
ferences will be deducted from 
the aggregate of the score at that 
range. 

No adjustments will be made 
for misfires, disabled piece or 
other failure of material or per- 
sonnel. The team making the high- 
est total score will be the winner. 
Ammunition not fired at a given 
range cannot be used on the suc- 
ceeding range. 

Ties will be broken as follows: 
Fewest penalty points; high score 
600 yards, 400, 300 and 200 yards. 
Procedures for drawing targets 
will be the same as for the Na- 
tional Trophy Team Match (rifle). 
Presentation of awards will be de- 
termined by the National Board 
for the Promotion of Rifle Prac- 
tice.

INCIDENTALLY, the Infantry 
Trophy has been won only twice 
by Regulars of that branch, both 
times in the early years between 
the first match in 1922 and 1931.

VA Schooling Rule 
Aids Reenlistees | 


WASHINGTON .—The time with- 
in which a man must begin using 
his GI educational benefits and the 
period within which those benefits 
are good has finally been com- 
pletely cleared up by a VA ruling. 

This ruling has been sent to the 
field in the form of a DA Message | 
(DA 310751) which will soon be 
published as a circular. 

The ruling ends a period of con- 
fusion which cut down on the num- 
ber of men who were willing to 
take a conditional discharge in 
order to reenlist for better assign- 
ment or long-term training. The 
threat was that they would be in- 
eligible to get GI educational bene- 
fits. 

The new policy is that a condi- 
tional discharge, to accept a com- 
mission, warrant or to reenlist, will 
not be considered an interruption 
in service for the man who had 
begun active duty before Jan. 31, 
1955. Thus he will be able to earn 
his total educational entitlement.

service period” (normally 
years from date of entering active 
duty). Schooling must be begun 
within three years of discharge, 
transfer or release from active duty 
from the additional service period. 

The VA earlier had refused to 
say that the conditional discharge 
would not be the one from which 
the three and eight-year periods 
would be counted. 

It was this point which caused 
the greatest confusion. 

As an example, a man, inducted 
into the Army on Nov. 1, 1954, now 
may take a discharge to enlist RA 
in order to be—say—a linguist and 
go to Army Language School. He 
enlists for three years as of May 
1, 1955. 

In order to benefit from the 
Korean GI bill, he must begin his 
schooling within three years of the 
date of his discharge from his 
three-year enlistment—that is, be- 
fore May 1, 1961. And he must 
complete his schooling under the 
bill by Nov. 1, 1964, eight years 
after the end of his “basic service 
period.”

193 Mobile Post Exchanges 
Now Serve Troops in Field 


NEW YORK.—When a soldier or 
airman cannot go to his PX, the 
PX goes to him in the form of 193 
mobile exchanges now in use in 
the domestic Army and Air Force 
Exchange Service, Maj. Gen. H. L. 
Peckham, Chief, A&AFES, has an- 
nounced. 

“Our mission is service,” Gen. 
Peckham said, “Many Army and 
Air Force personnel are frequently 
assigned to duties on flight lines, 
firing ranges, maneuver areas, and 
similar remote places where -it is 
impractical to establish permanent 
exchanges. Our soluton has been to 
use mobile retail stores and snack 
bars to bring such personnel the 


service they require. It has proven 
to be both economical and prac- 
tical.” 

The Exchange Service chief 
noted that the purpose of mobile 
exchanges is not to replace perma- 
nent exchange facilities but to 
supplement them. 

A breakdown of the 193 mobile 
exchanges in use at domestic Army 
and Air Force installations reveals 
that 116 are snack bars, 39 a com- 
bination of retail stores and snack 
bars, and 38 are retail activities. 
A total of 126 mobile PXs are the

IS BASEBALL losing some of its appeal because of the home run? 
This question has been asked many times before but this year it is 
being asked more frequently, partly because of the record number 
of 240 home runs hit in the majors in April, with many of these 
homers clouted by so-called slap hitters. 

More and more players, it would seem, are swinging from the 
heels and going for the fence. 

Additional proof that players and managers think more and more 
in terms of home runs can be found in the batting averages. Night 
baseball certainly must have something to do with these low averages, 
but the all-out concentration on hitting that long ball would seem 
to be the major cause, 

Last year, for example, there were only 11 .300 hitters in the 
American League and only 12 in the National. Twenty years’ ago 
there were seldom fewer than 20. And if you look at those 11 .300 
hitters in the American League you will find that five were between 
.300 and .303, indicating that the sacrifice fly rule, brought back a 
year ago, enabled these five to get over .300. 

Fans like to see home runs, of course. But some, this writer 
included, would like to see more bunting, more place hitting, more 
singles, and fewer men etranded on first base waiting for the batter 
to glout a long one. Too many home runs, like too much of any good 
thing, can become a bore. 

Some hitters, of course, need not try to get home runs to get 
them. Men with natural power usually swing the same way for a 
single or a home run. Jimmy Foxx was a good example of this kind 
of hitter. As Mickey Mantle discovered when he eased up on his 
swing last week and clouted three home runs, men with natural power 
need not take more than their natural cut to clout a homer. For 
them it’s a matter of timing and getting the fat of the bat on the ball. 

But with your average hitter, it’s a different story. 

Modern baseball might be a more interesting game if there were 
more men like Don Mueller, Harvey Kuenn and George Kell around. 
These men usually hit the ball where it’s pitched. Kuenn and Kell, 
the righthanders, hit the outside pitch to right, the inside pitch to 
left, the one down the middle to center. It’s just the reverse with 
Mueller, a lefthander, although Don is perhaps the most interesting 
of the three to watch since he is a master at hitting them “where 
they ain’t,” an almost forgotten art.

A sprinter before his brother got 
him to try the broad jump, Ben- 
nett also does well in the high 
jump although he stands only 58”. 
He has jumped as high as 65%”, 
Against Scott AFB recently he 
jumped six feet even to win for 
Fort Leonard Wood.

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Hurts Re-Up 


Bonus Chances for Old-Timers 


WASHINGTON. — After a delay 
of three weeks, the Defense De- 
partment Tuesday asked the comp- 
troller general to reverse his deci- 
sion outlawing “first re-up” bonuses 
to long-service enlisted men. 

Defense delay on the action 
may mean that, should the comp- 
troller general re to reverse 
himself, it will be too late for the 
services to obtain relief in this 
matter during this session of Con- 
gress. 

The decision would require the 
services to charge men for all past 
“enlistment allowances” paid since 
October 1949, when figuring their 
bonuses. Thus, many re-uppers 
would collect a second and much 
smaller bonus, instead of the first 
bonus to which they assumed they 
were entitled. — 

In addition, the ‘comptroller’s 
decision would force some men to 
repay “overpayments” received as 
first or second bonus money. 

. *. *” 


PENTAGON SOURCES said 
three weeks ago that a letter pro- 
testing the decision had gone out 
to the comptroller general. It was 
said this week, however, that the 





letter signed by Asst. Defense 
Secretary W. J. McNeil had been 
sent Tuesday. 

In it, McNeil asked for a com- 
plete reversal of the decision for 
two reasons: 1, the services think 
they have been paying the bonuses 
properly under the law; 2. the rul- 
ing, and any attempt to recoup 
from men already paid the bonus, 
would be a serious blow to morale. 

The law’s provision that “no re- 
enlistment when a bonus was not 
authorized is counted” means just 
what it says, service heads reason- 
ed. An “allowance” is not a 
“bonus” and this is not countable, 
they said. 

The comptroller’s interpretation 
of another word in the law — 
“when” — also came under fire. 
He claimed that all reenlistments 
occurring “when” the bonus was 
authorized should count. 

The servicemen in question re- 
upped after 1949 (“when” the 
bonus was authorized) and thus 
must be charged for the hitches.

Is Romp for ‘Old Man’ 


ABERDEEN PROVING GROUND, Md.—An “old man” 
showed up the youngsters here recently when CWO Hardy

Army Calls 
Nuclear Tests 
‘Successful’ 


CAMP DESERT ROCK, Nev. — 
The Army considers the recently 
concluded Spring 1955 series of 
nuclear tests “highly successful” 
according to Brig. Gen. Fred W. 
Sladen, Jr., commanding general 
Camp Desert Rock and deputy di- 
rector of Exercise Desert Rock VI. 

“Our troop tests and troop in- 
doctrination program, the principal 
features of Exercise Desert Rock 
VI, have gained us the results for 
which we aimed before these tests 
began.” the general said. 

*‘*Altogether, the Army 
has had the opportunity to train 
nearly 6300 soldiers at the Nevada 
Test Site.this year. Of these, 1150 
men were involved in troop tests 
such as the armored task force 
maneuver, an infantry communi- 
cations test, and others. Our troop 
indoctrination and observer pro- 
gram enabled the Army to train 
another 4140 soldiers in the effects 
of atomic blast, heat and radiation 
on personnel, material and equip- 
ment,” he declared. 

“Included in this year’s troop ob- 
server program were 350 Navy, 
380 Air Force, and 180 Marine 
Corps personnel ... For the 
first time, this year the Army was 
host to 61 members of a Canadian 
armed forces radiological detec- 
tion units.” 








of a small bet between CWO

enough trouble getting good men 
to reenlist without throwing more 
curves at them.
